I can give no particular Account of Things ; but that the French were beaten, 
and I am now Steering away tor Conquet-Road, having a freſh Gale Eaſterly but 
extream Foggy; I ſuppoſe that is rhe place they deſign for : If ir pleaſs GOD 
ro ſend us a little Clear V Vearher, I doubr nor but we ſhal deſtroy theit whole 
Fleet: I ſaw in the Night Three or Four Ships blow Up, but I know not what 
they are : So ſoon as I am able to give you more particular Relation, I willnot 
be wanting,

Some Particulars of another Letter from the Fleet. 


Eſterday in the Gray of the Morning we madethe French Fleet ina Line 
of Battle,- about two Leagues to V Vindward, tliey having the Weathers 
Gage, bore down very boldly and cloſe upon us: At 11. exa&tly we Engaged 
the Engagement was 'very hot, and continued fo till near Four in the Afternoon, 
ar which time the French Fleet bore away: Then the Wind was as before, ar 
W. b, S. and W. S, W. Veering about to N, b, E. and N. N. E, Sir Cloueſly 
Shovel, and Sir Joh# Aſhby having the V Veather- Gage, fell on, and maintained 
the Engagement till near 10, at Night, the French all that time bearing away, 
and the Engliſh purſuing them: What Damage is done on either ſide is not 
yet known; ſome Ships were ſeen in Flames about Nine at Night, but it is nox 
diſcovered what they were,
